COLISEUM RELAYS 


Tom Courtney Runs 1:46.8

Los Angeles Coliseum, May 24— Olympic 800 meter champion Tom 
Courtney strode powerfully across the finish line with a pleased expression 
on his face only one minute, forty-six and eight tenths seconds after the 
starting gun to erase Lon Spurrier's name from the books as holder of the 
world record for half a mile. 

Courtney's race, run at 9:10 P.M. (P.D.S.T.), was a fitting climax to 
one of the finest meets ever held anywhere — the 17th "annual" Coliseum 
Relays. Three-fourths of the 16 events resulted in, at least, a new meet 
record. Half the performances were new Coliseum records, and, on a track 
which has felt the spikes of Olympic, Final Trial, NCAA, and AAU 
competitors, this is a tremendous accomplishment for one evening. One 
fourth of the performances bettered official world records. 

In addition to Courtney's surging triumph, more than 44, 000 people 
saw Occidental smash all records for the 2-mile relay (7:22.7), and Texas 
bettered official records in the 440 and 880 relays, sprinting 40 flat and 
1:23.9. Other Coliseum records were a 15'6" vault by Bob Gutowski, and 
three short track records which prove the Coliseum track can no longer be 
called slow. Bobby Morrow ran a poor 100, yet won in 9.4. Mike Larrabee 
blazed to a 46.5 quarter. And big Milt Campbell high hurdled in 13.6. 

Courtney's victory was a convincing one. It was obvious before 220 
yards had been run that Courtney was out for fast time. He had run 1:47.8 
in Houston the previous week, and he knew he could do better. After Arnie 
Sowell's usual quick start and then a lead-grabbing spurt by little Willie 
Atterberry, Courtney moved into second place on the back stretch. With his 
powerful muscles rippling, Courtney made it difficult for the gliding Sowell 
to hang on, in direct contrast to their races of last year when Courtney let 
Sowell go far ahead. Courtney's 220 time was about 24 seconds, but, since 
no flag was placed at-220 yards, his splits are lost forever. His 440 time 
was 52.2 as he trailed Atterberry by a stride. 

Courtney's strong, high-knee-action stride carried him past Atterberry 
before the 660 . So fast was the pace that Atterberry , who earlier this year 
broke all records for 600 yards, faded badly to finish third. Courtney gained 
steadily on Sowell all the way around the last curve and down the stretch. He 
finished with no sign of distress, but later he was sick. 

Sowell, who said, "I'm not in shape yet, " managed to run 1:48. 2, second 
best 2d place time ever. Atterberry's 1:50.3, Jack Wilcox's 1:51.3, and Dave 
Scurlock's 1:51. 5 were all personal bests. Lang Stanley, who trailed Sowell 
by 8 yards at the 660, came in half-heartedly in 1:51.3 — his poorest race in 
some time. He said he was not "up" for this one, and vowed never to be so 
bad again. 

Courtney said, "I went for it, purposely, " and he even ventured the 
possibility that he is not yet at his peak: 

Twenty-five minutes before his record run, Courtney saw his former

Delany Surprises Courtney 


Ron Delany moved into the world 880 picture with a bang to highlight the 
activities of June 8 as U.S. trackdom made final preparations for the NCAA June 
14-15 and the AAU June 21-22. 

Olympic champion Delany, already ‘rated the best miler in the world, 
staked at least a preliminary claim to half-mile honors when he defeated new 
world's record holder Tom Courtney in a sparklingi:48.4. This in itself is an 
eye-opening achievement, but it becomes immeasureably greater since the 880 
win came just 45 minutes after the King of the Kick had romped to a 4:05. 4 
mile triumph. 

This finest double of all time took place in the Houston Meet of Cham- 
pions (see page®). Delany's come from behind performance thus set the stage 
for an epic NCAA 880 battle with California's Don Bowden. The latter tuned up 
with a comparatively slow 1:49. 2 but turned in a convincing win over Arnie 
Sowell in the California AAU (see page 13). 

Bob Backus whirled the 56 pound weight to a record 45'2 in the NYAC 
Games, while Hal Connolly and Al Hall renewed their hammer dueling with 
notable results in the same meet (see page 13). 

The NAIA in San Diego (see page2)) was featured by a tremendous low 
hurdle performance by 13.4 high hurdler Elias Gilbert. The Winston-Salem 
soph romped around a curve in 22.8, two-tenths faster than the best time 
ever recorded for the event. 

And in the British Games, in London, Derek Ibbotson measured Olympic 
silver medalist Klaus Richtzenhain, 4:03. 2 to 4:06.9, while Brian Hewson ran 
1:49. 8.

3:58.7 for Don Bowden

Stockton, Calif., June 1— Don Bowden became the first American to run 
the long-awaited mile under 4 minutes as he strode powerfully through an 
unprecedented solo effort in 3:58. 7. 

Running in warm twilight with only a 2.8 mph wind during the Pacific 
Association AAU Championships, the 6'3", 160-pound University of California 
junior left his "competition" a hundred yards behind as he made his own pace 
every.step of the way. Thus, he became the first runner ever to break 4 
minutes without the aid of close competition or elaborate pacing. 

Two official watches read 3:58.7, one 3:58.8, and the alternate watch 
read 3:58.7. The track, which measures 2'3" less than 440 yards, required 
4 laps plus 3 yards, thus confusing big city lap timers. Bowden's actual 
distance run was one foot longer than a mile. No intermediate posts were

Once in a while, we receive criticism of our method of listing best 
performances. Some people do not like any times listed except winning marks. 
Others say we should never use such hypothetical times as an 880 time less 
0.7 seconds. A few object to estimated times, even though the estimated time 
is always based on a known time within one second of the estimated time. | 
There are also objections to listing postal meets (a feature of the Big 7 Confer- 
ence freshmen), even though some postal times are taken with three watches 
by the same timers used for dual meets. However, I have two good reasons 
for continuing with our present methods: (1) A broadminded fan, by using a 
little intelligence, can cross out or change the marks he cannot bear to see. 
(2) The all-inclusive list is much more interesting than, say, ‘a list of 
winning times only, or a list of 800 meter times which does not include some 


good American 880 times for comparison. 


YOU JUST NEVER KNOW what a track meet will produce. This year's 
Coliseum Relays and Compton Invitational made elaborate plans for fast mile 
races, bringing in foreign 4-minute milers and some of the best Americans. 
But they ran only to win and times were relatively slow. While at Stockton, 
in the Pacific Association meet, a district runner, Don Bowden, ran 3:58. 7,

cannot come close. Texas appears to be the closest threat, but, surprisingly 

enough, California could conceivably win: Villanova figures to score about 

40 points — more if Delany doubles; fewer if Reavis fails. California needs 

a great double by Leamon King to win, and King has been too lazy this year, 

but he is still a real threat, especially now that Morrow has receded a bit. 
MAX TRUEX is not quite the best U.S, distance runner in history.

HURDLERS PACE N.A.I.A,. 

San Diego, June 8--Lee Calhoun won the highs in 13.6 but Elias Gilbert 
ran a record 22,8 for the 220 lows around a curve in the National Association 
of Intercollegiate Athletics championships. 

The previous best for the lows was 23, 0 by HarrisonDillard in 1946. 

Occidental won its third straight title, scoring a grand 1483 to second 
place Abilcne Christian's 34, as records tumbled freely. Bobby Morrow 
(9.5 and 21, 1t) and Bob Gutowski (14'7" and 46'113") were double winners. 
Other winners included: 440-Bob McMurray, Morgan State, 46.7; 880, Larry 
Wray, Occidental, 1:51.9; mile-Ty Hadley, Oxy, 4:09.4; 2-mile, John Kerr, 
Oxy, 9:19.5; 440 hurdles-Dav Klicker, Whitman, 53.1; shot-tie, Gerald 
Blansitt, East Texas State, and Bill Lutjens, South Dakota State, 50'2"; 
javelin-John Fromm, Pacific Lutheran, 243'11", 





DELANY WINS TWO AT HOUSTON 

Houston, June 8--Ron Delany's 4:05. 4 and 1:48. 4 double of course top- 
ped the second annual Meet of Champions, but there were other outstanding and 
noteworthy performances. 

Bill Nieder continued to make like O'Brien by blasting the shot 61'1". 
Glenn Davis, the Olympic 400 hurdle champ, bested hurdle rival Eddie Southern 
in a 47,8 quarter. Then he came back to win the lows in 22.7 from IC4A champ 
Rod Perry and Roy Thompson, Rice's 22.6 man. 

Villanova's NCAA chances continued to look good as Don Bragg won at 
14'11%, little Phil Reavis straddled 6'8", and new sprint find Ed Collymore was 
second in the 100 and third in the furlong. A somewhat surprising winner of 
both sprints was Hollis Gainey, one of Texas’ great stable of dashmen, who 
clocked 9.6 and 21. 4. 

Gene O'Conner took the highs in 14,1 and John Macy the three mile in 
14:08,2, Oklahoma's mile relayists used up 3 minutes, 13 seconds.

marked, and so lost to posterity was a probable United States 1500 meter 
record of around 3:42. The track was a hard, white clay, hand worked to 
near-perfection by retired COP coach Earl Jackson. 

Only two men have ever run faster than Bowden's mile. He brings the 
total of 4-minute milers to an even dozen, but only 5 have run under 3:59. 
This equalled the 5th fastest mile ever run, but only Landy's 3:57.9 was more 
than a tenth faster than Bowden's time. He now holds the national record, 
breaking Wes Santee's 4:00. 5 of 1955, but Jim Bailey's 3:58.6 still stands as 
the collegiate record. At the age of 20, Bowden is easily the youngest 
4-minute miler. 

Called "divinely gifted" by his coach, Brutus Hamilton, Bowden has 
long been regarded as a great prospect. He set the interscholastic 880 record 
of 1:52.3 in 1954, As a freshman, he ran only 1:51. 5 in the 880, but heshad a 
1:48.9 relay leg. In one dual meet, he set a national freshman mile record of 
4:11.7, won the 880 in 1:52.7, and ran a relay leg in 48.3. As a sophomore 
last year, he was handicapped by an injured Achilles tendon, yet made the 
Olympic team in the 1500 meters. Later, he ran 3:46.6, but was slowed by 
mononucleosis and failed to qualify at Melbourne. 

This year, already, he had run 1:47,8 in the 880 and a 4:01. 5 relay 
mile at Fresno (not to mention two 1:49.7 half miles, plus a 4:09.9 - 1:50.0 
double). Out of competition for two weeks after his 1:47.8 PCC victory over 
Jim Bailey, he had barely maintained his condition while he prepared for and 
went through his rigorous final examinations. On last Monday he ran a 
three-quarters on grass with Tom Courtney in 2:57. Although he said, "I 
had a lot of confidence after Fresno, " and there had been rumors he might 
try the mile at Stockton, it was on Monday that he really decided he wanted to. 

Brutus Hamilton, whom both Bowden and Lon Spurrier call "the 
greatest middle distance coach", told him then: "You can run it if you get 
the sleep." Bowden, who normally sleeps 9 hours each night, managed only 
7 or 8 hours during his finals, but he felt this was adequate. On Saturday 
afternoon he took his last final, in economics, not far from Edwards Field. 
He said, "I jumped every time I heard a gun go off at the state meet." 

After completing his examination, on which he did "fairly well", he 
said, "I felt dead. I almost didn't come." He said that if Coach Hamilton 
had so much as indicated that he thought Bowden was not ready for a peak 
effort, he would have been glad to skip the race. But Hamilton wanted Bowden 
to run one fast mile this year, and so Bowden rode in a car to Stockton, 65 
miles from Berkeley. He thought, "I'm just going to run a 4 minute pace as 
long as I can." 

Only five runners started in this historic race, witnessed by a paltry 
2500 spectators, mostly casual abservers of track and field. Bowden, who is 
sometimes affectionately called "The Stork" by admirers, took the lead 
immediately and his long strides pulled the field around in 59.7. 

Sometime after that first lap, said Bowden, "I began to feel good." He 
held his pace steady, aiming for a 2:01 half, and so good is his pace judge- 
ment that he was clocked in 2:00.8. At this point his competition was far 
behind, but interest began to pick up among the spectators as he started his 
real battle against the stop watches. 

As Bowden's long legs drove him steadily around the third lap, it 
became apparent that he was not letting down and the excitement began to 
rise. Spectators with stop watches were glancing at the sweeping hands of 
their watches and urging Bowden to greater speed, but the lanky, dark- 
haired runner in the dark blue of California maintained his steady pace, 
crossing the three-quarter mark in 3:00.6, Later, Bowden revealed, 

"After three laps I felt great." 
The announcement of the time brought a roar of excitement from the 
crowd, which had been quickly educated by H.D. Thoreau's expert announcing. 
This vocal encouragement later drew thanks from Bowden. On the back 
stretch, he appeared to increase his pace. Brutus Hamilton, who almost 
lost his dignity in his excitement over this boy who really loves to run, 
shouted, "You've got it: Bowden heard, and "gave it all I had. I felt 
strong." 
He looked strong, as he rounded the last turn, adding more speed to 
his drive. Announcer Thoreau added to the suspense by counting the time 
over the loud speaker, and the spectators rose and roared Bowden home. 
Down the short stretch it was no longer a question of breaking 4 minutes, 
but of challenging the world's record. Bowden crossed the line with 
gigantic strides, losing no speed from having run himself out as he did at 
Fresno, and the jubilation among the spectators was great. 
in other events of interest in a well-run meet, special guests were the 
star performers. Parry O'Brien threw the discus 179'13", Seaman, with 
only 4 hours sleep after his Compton mile, ran a 58.6, 53.9 pace to inch out 
Lang Stanley, who felt just as bad, in a driving finish of a 1:52.5 880. Lee 
Calhoun beat Elias Gilbert in 14 flat as last night's 13.4 hurdler knécked down 
4 hurdles, Gilbert came back to win the lows in 23.0 as Ancil Robinson quit 
after losing the lead at the 8th hurdle. Alex Henderson won the 2-mile in 
9:04,8 as Ron Larrieu edged San Jose's We Bond in 9:17. 2 for 2d place.

Best relay teams in the U.S.A. for the 1957 outdoor season are shown 
below. Since many teams had no chance to show their best in certain of the 
relay races, this is based only on what actually happened. (For example, 
Villanova could have been outstanding in several different relays.) Also, 
bear in mind that some seemingly poor performances were the result of 
different personnel or runners tired from earlier races in that same meet. 
Therefore, most dual meet relays are disregarded. 

On a point basis, the Los Angeles Striders had the best over-all teams. 
Best collegiate teams were from Texas, closely followed by Occidental, 


UCLA, and Kansas.

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COURTNEY DOES 1:46.8 (continued from page one) 
world record in the 2-mile relay bettered by three teams. Georgetown and 
Arizona State were soon out of contention, but the other three ran another 

in the Coliseum Relay's history of thrillers. 

USC's former 4:09.1 miler, Wes McLeod, UCLA's consistent John 
Seaman, and Occidental's little man with the furious finish, Tod White, all 
ran about 1:52 for the first leg, with UCLA gaining the lead on the baton 
exchange. On the second leg, USC's highly underrated Sid Wing pulled away 
with a fine 1:49.8 leg. Oxy's Dave Reisbord closed fast in the stretch (as 
did all the Oxy runners), and his 1:50. 5 left them in contention. UCLA's 
Thompson ran a creditable 1:51.6, but lost 12 valuable yards. 

On the third leg, UCLA's quarter miler star, Russ Ellis, closed 
ground and was a close second on the backstretch. Here, the race belonged 
to anyone and the Coliseum was a madhouse as the three local teams 
fought for the world record which would surely go to the winner. Then 
Ellis‘ fast pace and a kidney infection caught up with him and he faded badly. 

On the anchor leg, USC's 1:50.0 man, Tom Anderson, started 6yards 
ahead of Oxy's Ty Hadley and 27 yards ahead of UCLA's Bobby Seaman. The 
first lap was a scorcher, with Anderson running 51.1 and Seaman 51.6. 
Anderson needed only a 60 second lap to better the 7:23 clocking by the 
U.S. team in the meet vs the British Empire in Sydney last December. 
Hadley was now 15 yards behind, and Seaman was gaining rapidly. On the 
backstretch, it was evident that Anderson was tiring, but his lead was so 
large that he still had a chance to win. Seaman pulled alongside Hadley on the 
curve, and with Anderson beginning to tie up, the race seemed a toss up. 

But before they reach the home stretch it became suddenly obvious that 
Anderson's rubbery legs could not hold the lead, and Seaman had nothing left 
to match Hadley's reserve. Hadley raced across the line in 7:22.7. Seaman 
crossed dispiritedly despite his 1:48.3 leg, in 7:23.7, and Anderson 
staggered painfully across in 7:24, 8. 

Later, Anderson explained, "I just lost my head. I didn't know what I 
was doing. I just took a world record away from a great team.” 

Occidental's tradition of great 2-mile relay teams has not suffered in 
the hands of new coach Chuck Coker. The jubilant Oxy quartet had broken 
their second record in one week, having collected the collegiate 4-mile 
mark last Saturday. 

With Abilene Christian scratched because of injuries, Texas almost 
made a farce of the sprint relay competition, running 40 flat ant 1:23. 9. 
Orlando Hazley put Oklahoma A&M into an early lead in the 440, but once 
Eddie Southern shifted into high gear after about 40 yards of the second leg, 
no other team was close. Hollis Gainey flew around the only curve to gain 
about 4 yards, and Bobby Whilden held his advantage over all except Mike 
Agostini, whose closing rush brough Fresno to within a yard of A&M, 
although Fresno was given a time one fifth of a second slower. In the 880 
relay, J. Frank Daugherty replaced Wilson, and Texas won by 10 yards as 
Agostini once again finished fast. Eddie Southern clocked a very 
unofficial 20.5 for his third leg. Bobby Whilden said, "I don't think we've 
run as fast as we can yet." 

Bobby Morrow was far from impressive in his Coliseum record 100. 
He said, “You never do your best after a series of false starts." After 
three false starts, he was off behind Hazley and Agostini. He lacked his 
usual pickup, due to wearing spikes too long for the hard track, and at 60 
yards he was an unaccustomed third. Then he began a drive such as he 
rarely uses, or needs. Gradually, he overtook the other two. He said, 

"I could see that things were all right 30 yards from the finish. " He gained 
rapidly, then, and was a clear winner, though by considerably less than a 
tenth of a second. (Hazley and Agostini were given 9.6.) 

Mike Larrabee simply ran a way with the 440 after Jerry White had 
gone out much too fast. PCC champ Terry Tobacco also faded in the drive as 
Larrabee ran his greatest race. Lou Jones, in his first big time appearance 
since the Olympics, barely edged White for 4th in 48.8. 

Milt Campbell was never really challenged even by Lee Calhoun's 
horizontal-torso finish, as the big sailor won his greatest hurdles victory. 
Only Dick Attlesey had run 13.6 in the Coliseum before tonight. 

Though breaking only the meet record, the mile run was top 
competition. Merv Lincoln, Australia's 3:58.9 man, was 7th in 61.5, 5th in 
2:02.8, and 5th in 3:04.5. On the last backstretch, according to coach Franz 
Stampfl's plan, Lincoln burst into the lead, opened a 5-yard gap, and won in 
4:01.0. Lincoln explained his new tactics: "I've always led all the way. I 
never could win that way, so I changed." Stampfl said, "I know now that we 
will return to Australia after our American tour with a new world record. I 
think it will be around 3:55," 

Brian Hewson trailed Ibbotson all the way to the last curve, fell back to 
fourth there, then showed the best kick of all to cut Lincoln's lead to 3 yards 
at the finish. Ibbotson said, "I believe that had there been a longer stretch ~ 
run instead of the finish midway down the track, Hewson could have got up. 
He has the speed." 

Derek Ibbotson set all the pace, running 60.2, 2:02.1, 3:04, and 4:02,1 
for fourth. He was boxed on the last curve. He said, "I had something left 
for another run at it when Merv and Tabori had passed me, but I was cut off 
and just as I was ready to mo e out, along came Hewson and I had no chance 
to make it." 

Laszlo Tabori ran third all the way until Lincoln broke past, moved to 
second in the stretch, and lost second to Hewson's kick. He ran 4:01.6, 
Tall Ted Wheeler was behind Lincoln after the first lap, finishing strong in 
4:04.9. Jerome Walters changed position too often early in the race and had 
nothing left after. being close at 3 laps. His last lap in 62 dropped his time to 
4:06.3, a personal record. Little Max Truex, geared for longer distances, 

held on gamely with a pace of 61.2, 2:03.3, 3:05.6, and 4:06.6, bettering the 
USC record. He passed Joe Villarreal by two feet at the finish. (Note: a 
mixup in published times gave Villarreal 4:07.1, and Truex was given 
Villarreal's 4:06.7.) Danny Schweikart was last all the way. 
Texas lost a chance to win three relays when Eddie Southern's leg 
cramped. Wally Wilson, anchoring in his place, was off 4 yards back of 
UCLA's Ellis, closed to a yard and a half in the stretch, then faded and

finally walked across as he mistook the finish line. Oxy was disqualified for 

shoving on the final turn. 

Bob Gutowski missed three times at 15'9". Charley Dumas was over 

7'3" on his second attempt, sitting in the pit watching the bar bob up and down, 

but it dropped off, gently enough to remain on two other pegs about 3 feet above 

the ground. Parry O'Brien pulled a mild upset in the discus, coming from 
behind Gordien to throw 181'10" as Olympic champ Al Oerter failed to qualify.

(San Diego,5 June. We've had a deluge of fine performances in the pest 
couple of weeke: new world records by Courtney and by the Oxy 2 mile 
relay teams records tied by Dave Sime and Milt Campbell. But there heve 
been deeds equally ss significant as these record races: Morrow's 
defeat; Bowden becoming the first American to beat 4 minutes; Truex's 
entry into world clase in the 50CO meters. All these items are discussed 
elsewhere, eo I won't dwell on them here. 

There ere two relay notes which should be mentioned though. aa 
Occidental College quartet which set thet new world mark for the 2 mile 
relay in the Coliseum Relays prefaced their performance with a US record 
for the 4 mile event in the Occidental Relays at Los Angeles on May 18. 
The Tigers, whose best timee add up to 16:29.5 , ran 16:53.6 to beat the 
mark of 16:57.8 set by Kansee earlier this year. The breakdown on the 
Oxy performance was: Dave Reisbord 4:20.4, Tod White 4:15.3, Ty Hadley 
4:09.8, and Larry Wray 4:08.1. 

The other relay note is the demise of Abilene Christian in the 
eprint relays. In a workout following their: record-equaling 39.9, Bill 
Woodhouse of the Wildcats sustained a pulled ruscle, so Coach Oliver 
Jackson was forced to withdraw the team from the Coliseum and California 
Relaye. So Texas remains on top in this duel of sprinters. But these two 
will be at it again next year. Abilene's team of sophorores and juniors 
remains intact, while Texas loses one man, Bobby Whilden. 

USC finally dropped a meet when both Occidental and the Stridere 
outscored the Trojans in the California Relays . With the Trojans out of 
the NCAA event there ere lots of teams shooting for the collegiate crown. 
But Villanova, with their two Clympic champs Delany and Jenkins, looke 
the strongeet for these honors. In fact it is queetionsble whether USC 
could beet the newly crowned IC4A champs if they were permitted in the 
meet. The AAU tear title should go to the Los Angeles Stridere if thev 
can get all their men back to Dayton. For that one, they'll be bolstered 
by Southern Celifornia collegiste athletes.

FRANK HERRMANN, Stanford. CARROLL HAMILTON, Hanover. 
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MIHALY IGLOI, Hungarian coach: "All during 1954 and 1955 when our 
runners bettered every distance record between 1500 and 10, 000 except the mile 
we were pointing for records. In 1956, when our performances fell off, they 
asked what happened to our boys, and suggested they had burned themselves out 
during their great year. They were wrong. Everything was planned and pointed 
for the Olympics and it was a program of gradual development, devised after 
two years of experiments. Unfortunately, the heavens did not wish. But if 
there are no more interruptions Tabori will provide good performances," 

LASZLO TABORI, runner: "Before our training was interrupted, Iharos, 
Rozsavolgyi and I could do 3:41 or 3:42 in our sleep. ..I work out twice a day, 
generally managing up to 25 miles a day. My intervals run from 60, 80 or 100 
meters up to 1800 or 2000, sometimes longer... My favorite distance is the one 
in which I get there fastest and with the best performance. I do not mind losing 
because it Will be to a good runner to have done it. I am happy running." 

RON DELANY, Olympic champ: "Coach Jim Elliott worked with me tire- 
lessly for eight months before the Games, He was and is more than my trainer. 
He is the best friend I have in the U.S. You see, there must be more than just 
a trainer-athlete relationship. You must be friends, also. No matter how good 
the trainer and the athlete are, they must be bound by friendship as well as by 
real ability. Elliott has stressed two things since I first came to him in 1954. 
The first is relaxation, which is the whole essence of running, at least in theory, 
and the second is stamina. The human body will not punish itself, it needs a 
push. Elliott told me from the very start. "There is only one place and that is 
first'. For 8 months I practiced arm motion in front of a mirror 30 minutes a 
day, did 150 pushups a day, and did interval work on the track. Mostly 20 
220s at top speed, varied with 440s and 880s, always at speeds faster than the 
4 minute mile pace." 

JOHNNY SEMPLE, Coach Boston AA; "I am very bitter over the results 
of the Olympic marathon. Our boys are world class and should have done better. 
But they were victims of the stupid selection system. In the first place, coun- 
tries like Finland, Britain, Korea and Japan which have four or five top marathon 
men to our one have one trial only, but we have to be more efficient and have two 
spaced six months apart and the final one over the toughest course in the world 
just prior to the jaunt overseas, You and I know it is absolutely impossible to 
reach your physical, mental and emotional peak three times in 9 months, I have 
run two marathons in one week but there was no mental strain added to it. I was 
as close to Kelley and Thackwray as anybody. They both had metatarsal and 
foot injuries shortly before Yonkers, They couldn't take enough time off to get 
complete recovery as the Sword of Damocles was hanging over their heads, A 
stitch, or a swideswipe from an auto, or any of the many things that can happen 
in 22 miles might be their misfortune in Yonkers and the results--OUT. It is 
time something was done about this. We don't even know who makes these rules. 
All I know is that they are not drawn up by individuals who have the least idea 
what it takes to run and train for a marathon, especially the fast ones of today. 
In Yonkers, Thackwray and Costes gave so much to beat each other and stay 
away from the other contenders that they were completely spent after it. Kelley, 
although not showing it so much must have called on a lot of reserve, As a re- 
sult, although they felt fine in Melbourne in training whenthe race came along 
there was only a sheli of those three great runners of the tryouts left. It seems 
hopeless to criticize, as the offenders just go on their merry way. "

Campbell, Gilbert do 13.4

Compton, May 31— Milt Campbell barely edged Elias Gilbert in a nearly 
unbelievable 13.4 high hurdle race, and Max Truex sped to world-class times 
with American records of 13:35.7 for 3 miles and 14:04. 2 for 5000 meters, 
but the outstanding performers trophy in the 18th Compton Invitational went to 
junior college freshman Willie White, who beat Bobby Morrow in a 9.4 
hundred and won the low hurdles in 22.6. 

In other events of a below-par but still high class meet, Parry O'Brien 
beat Gordien and Oerter with a 182'7$" discus throw, Arnie Sowell edged 
Lang Stanley in a 1:48.9 half mile, Merv Lincoln outkicked Bobby Seaman ina 
4:05 tactical mile, Mike Larrabee won another impressive 440 in 46.5, Ernie 
Shelby came back with a 25'6$" broad jump, and there were good performan- 
ces in most other events. 

Elias Gilbert, only six feet tall and unable to win 10-flat hundreds, 
provided the hurdle surprise of the century. Off fast, at least a foot in front, 
he led to the last hurdle. He knocked down the 8th and 9th without knowing he 
had hit them. Milt Campbell, 214 pounds of muscle, gained over the last 3 
hurdles, caught Gilbert at the 10th, and drove to a victory by inches. Olym- 
pic champ Lee Calhoun was less than a yard back, in third place. 

A minute after the race, Gilbert, a 21-year-old sophomore, came 
running back, grinning broadly, and shouted, "It's a world record:" People 
slapped Milt Campbell on the back, and the announcement by Dick Nash soon 
followed: "Results of event No. 1, the 120 yard high hurdles. AND 
LISTEN TO THIS." 

Track experts, who had watched Jack Davis whittle at the record for 
years, were dumbfounded. How could three men run 13.5 and better, aided 
by little or no wind? (The wind was 3 mph, but it was a cross wind.) 

Milt Campbell suggested, "I got a lot of confidence running indoors, 
and I learned to drive after the last hurdle." 

Craig Dixon, commenting on Gilbert's ability to run a 440 under 48, 
said, "They're stronger over the last three hurdles. We used to fade on 
the last three." 

Dick Attlesey summed it up: "They're running more efficiently and 
not so prettily." 

Jack Davis, whose 120 yard record (but not his 110 meter,mark) was 
equalled, said, "Thirteen flat is definitely in sight.” 

Willie White's defeat of Morrow was a shocker. True, the 19-year-old 
Harbor JC freshman had won the State Junior College 100 at Modesto in 9. 4, 
but Morrow had really never lost a 100. (Sime defeated Morrow at Drake 
last year with what pictures proved was a rolling start, and Morrow's 
losses before the Olympics were in the nature of exhibitions.) 

White, who had just changed his style of starting by moving his 
blocks closer to the line, was off fast and, if anything, gained some on 
Morrow. He won by almost a foot. Morrow had trouble driving past Hazley 
and Agostini, and said he did not see White at all. 

Morrow has not showed his championship form recently. His great 
pickup is missing and he has been forced to come from behind. Gone is 
his famous jaw-flapping relaxation. After the meet, when he had come from 
behind at 130 yards to win a 20.6 220 from Agostini, Morrow refused to alibi. 
He said, "I just didn't have it." 

Thinly drawn, with tired eyes, Morrow shows the nervous fatigue of 
carrying a World's Fastest Human reputation into every race. His coach, 
Oliver Jackson, knew this was building up when, at Fresno, he said, "We 
wouldn't even run at Compton if we hadn't promised." Morrow announced 
he will not run in the AAU, nor will he go overseas this summer. 

Max Truex has experts talking about "another Kuts" after his impress- 
ive run in the 5000. Even with a too-fast beginning and no effort to go all out 
on the last lap (he ran only 67. 2) he turned in a time better than the 1952 
Olympic winner. John Macy battled Truex for 9 laps, Truex taking over at 
the 2-mile mark and finally breaking contact at 93 laps. Truex's lap 
times: 66.6, 2:13.6, 3:21.4, 4:30, 5:39. 2(2d), 6:46.8(2d), 7:54. 9(2d), 
9:04.1, 10:12.5, 11:21.2, 12:28, and 13:35.7. 

Alex Henderson, who wears glasses except while running, went nearly 
blind in the artificial light. He said he could hardly see the curb, and twice 
he went off the track, once for 30 yards as he had to jump some low hurdles. 
He dropped out at 2 miles. 

Three-mile times for other runners: Macy (13:51.7), Ashenfelter 
(14:05. 7), Robertson (14:21.5), Adams (14:33.3). This made their last 186 
yards: Truex 28.5, Macy 33.7, Ashenfelter 29.2, Robertson 28.5, Adams 26.2 

The mile was an interesting race despite the slow pace. John Seaman 
set the pace for 23 laps, then stepped off the track. At the 440, Tabori led 
the others in 61.8, trailed by Wray, Lincoln, Courtney, Bob Seaman, and 
Walters. Seaman passed Courtney in the next 220. 

At the 880, Tabori's second place time was 2:03.0, with Lincoln and 
Bob Seaman right behind. Walters had moved up, but there was a 5 yard gap 
between him and Seaman. Walters was trailed by Wray and Courtney, who 
looked slow even at that pace. Later, he said, "I was afraid of the pace." 
This, even though he run a 2:55 practice 1320 and felt easy in his only 
other mile race — 4:13.0. 

Walters moved up to Seaman's heels at 2} laps, making it a 4-man 
race as Wray and Courtney trailed by 10 yards. There was no change as 
Tabori began the last lap in 3:07.2. At 3% laps, Courtney had started his 
drive and was now only 10 yards behind Tabori. 

Bob Seaman went past Tabori on the turn and appeared the winner, but 
Lincoln stayed on his heels and passed him quickly, 35 yards from the tape. 
Lincoln's last lap was in 57.6, Seaman's in 57.8, Tabori's 59.1, Courtney's 
about 58, Walters’ 63, and Wray's 60.5. Lincoln's laps were 62.5, 2:03. 3, 
and 3:07. 4. 

In the 440, Willie Atterberry led Mike Larrabee by 7 yards into the 
stretch. Larrabee caught him with 20 yards to go and won easily. This race

was not up to standard due to the withdrawal of Eddie Southern, Russ Ellis, 

Terry Tobacco, and J.W. Mashburn. 

Arnie Sowell ran the first 220 of the 880 in 26. 2 as they ran in lanes 
around the first of three turns. Tall Bill Weiss led at the 440 in 53.8. Lang 
Stanley followed Sowell to the stretch, but could not gain. 

Steve Seymour, who does not train with the javelin but lifts weights 
instead, won his event at 233'1", for one of the most surprising comebacks 
in track and field history. Last November he began lifting weights. Now, at 
the age of 36, he has taken 8 inches off his waist, put some of it on his chest 
and shoulders, and feels alive again. Last Wednesday, he threw 238'4". 

George Brown, once the world's best broad jumper, competed in his 
10th Compton Invitational, leaped only 22 feet as he had in his first one, 
and announced his retirement. 

Bob Gutowski missed thrice at 15'9". Dutch Warmerdam said, "He 
was leaving the pole too soon."

Bill Nieder Puts 61’ 8 1-4” 


Modesto, May 25— Only four meet records were broken as the previous 
night's Coliseum Relays took its toll from a game bunch of athletes at the 16th 
annual California Relays. 

Bill Nieder powered the shot 61'84", Derek Ibbotson outkicked Merv 
Lincoln in a 4:06, 4 mile, Oxy's great middle distance gang ran the distance 
medley in 9:49.7, and Texas won the greatest 880 relay race ever run, in 
1:23.6, for the meet records. 

Other outstanding performances included a 267'33" javelin throw by Bud 
Held, Brian Hewson's tactical 1:49. 2 880 victory over Arnie Sowell, a 9. 5, 
20.7 sprint double by Mike Agostini, a 46.6 440 by last night's 880 world 
record breaker, Tom Courtney, and a 13.7 high hurdle race by Lee Calhoun. 

The 880 relay began as another Texas runaway. Wally Wilson ran a 
21.1 leg and Hollis Gainey ran 20.9 to give them an 11 yard lead over the 
Los Angeles Striders. But then little Ken Dennis blazed around in a timed 
20. 2 to gain 4 yards on Eddie Southern, and Mike Larrabee quickly gained 
six more yards on Bobby Whilden. Larrabee came up to within 2 feet of 
Whilden, but the Texas pulled away at the finish to win by a yard. The 
Striders' 1:23. 7 was the fastest second place ever. Larrabee's leg was 
timed in 20.4. Houston dropped the baton on the last pass. 

Nineteen runners started the mile, but no one wanted to set the pace. 
Merv Lincoln was second at the 440 in 64,1. Jack Marden, College of the 
Pacific's 4:14.4 miler, took the lead at the 660 and led past the half in 2:09. 3. 
Walt Boehm grabbed the lead at 1100 yards. Lincoln grabbed the lead at 
three quarters in 3:11.0, with Ibbotson close behind. Ibbotson trailed 
Lincoln around to the hom stretch, then sprinted past, legs twinkling, to win 
by 4 yards. Jerome Walters faded in the stretch drive to finish 20 yds back. 

Lincoln's coach, Franz Stampfl explained Lincoln's defeat by saying 
Lincoln can only sprint fast for 50 yards and he began his drive too soon. 

In the 880, another Englishman dropping down in distance proved to 
have the big kick. Brian Hewson was 6 yards back of Sowell's -:53.6 at the 
440. Lost in the ruck, Hewson's 440 was .:54.5. Sowell passed the 660 in 
1;21,7 and entered the stretch with Hewson 5 yards back in 4th place. Hewson 
drove rapidly past Sowell to win by three yards in 1:49.2. Bill Weiss closed 
fast for third in a good 1:50. 5. 

In the 440, Courtney appeared to have a three yard lead at the 220, 
where Terry Tobacco was timed in 22.8. Tobacco closed around the curve 
to 2 yards, cut it to one, then lost half a yard to Courtney's drive. California 
freshman Jack Yerman outlasted Stanford's Don Chesarek for third. 

Agostini was off a good foot ahead of Hazley, who gained all the way and 
lost a disputed decision. In the 220, Agostini lost at least one tenth by easing 
up before the finish. 

Gutowski, who cleared 15'3" on his first attempt, raked his own runway, 
then missed three times at 15'10".

The track season has now begun in all European countries, even 
though several standouts - Iharos, Kuts, Bengt Nilsson, Krivonosov 
and others - still have to make their debut. Manfred Preussger of 
Eastern Germany became the season's first record breaker as he 
added one centimeter to Eeles Landstroém's European pole vault mark 
with a nice 4.52 (14'10"). 

The following is a summary of all the outstanding European marks 
to date (details are given only for. previously unreported perform. 
ances). 


Sprints: BJORN NILSEN 10.3 


Scandinavia has so far reported only one notable mark and 
strangely enough it concerns the sprints! Bjérn Nilsen, the 20-year- 
old Norwegian, equaled Lennart Strandberg's Nordic record for the 
metric century with a nifty 10.3 at Stavanger, May 23. Everything 
was correct, and Nilsen gave further proof of his good form with 
a 10.4 at Haugesund, May 26. The Norwegian has a 200 meter best of 
21.3, which he achieved last year at Oslo in finishing a close see- 

ond to Bobby Whilden. Leonid Bartenyev of USSR barely lost to his 
arch rival Boris Tokaryev at Leningrad, May 19 - time, 10.6 for 
both - then ran the distance in 10.4 at Kiev, May 28. Three men 
at 10.5: Leri Antadze (USSR), Lothar Knérzer (Germany) and Mihail 
Bachvarov (Bulgaria), this last in a 3-day international meet at 
Sofia late in May. Armin Hary (ex-Saarland) ran 10.5 and 10.4 - the 
latter at Karlsruhe, May 26 - with assisting winds. 

Karl Kaufmann of Germany, who looked se good in 1955, seems head- 
ed for a nice comeback: in fact, he lowered his personal best for 
200 meters to 21.2 at Heilbronn, May 25, beating Leo Pohl, 21.3. 
Also at 21.3 is little known G.Chevichalov of USSR (Nalchik, May) 
who was, however, shunted to third in the pentagonal meet at Lenin- 
grad, where Bartenyev won from Shirinskiy and the said Chevichalov 
~- times, 21.4, 21.7 and 21.8. Fifth in this race at 21.9 was Boris 
Tokaryev, the Olympic finalist. Bachvarov of Bulgaria also ran 200 
meters in 21.4 in the Sofia meet, beating among others Yuriy Konova- 
lov of USSR. 

Haas, Hellsten and Ignatyev still have to make their debut in the 
400 meters, so that the list in this event is so far topped by Zbi- 
gniew Makomaski of Poland, 47.6 at Spala, May 12, and Horst Huber of 
Germany, also 47.6, at Hannover, May 19. Others under 48 seconds are 
Stanislaw Swatowski of Poland and Istvan Kovacs of Hungary, both 47. 
7, and two Russians, Mikhail Nikolskiy, 47.8, and Mikhail Mandelbaum 
4709. Believe it or not, Nikolskiy's mark is the second best ever by 
a Russian. 


Middle Distances: JUNGWIRTH 1:47.5, IBBOTSON 4:00.6 


Stanislav Jungwirth once more showed good early season form as he 
ran the 800 meters in a fast 1:47.5 at Bratislava, May 19. With 
this mark (over a second faster than his previous best) the 27-year- 
old Czech probably indicated that he hasn't said his last word in 
the 1,500/mile business yet. In the international meet at Sofia the 
following weekend, Jungwirth ran the 800 in 1:49.7, barely beating 
Helfried Reinnagel of Eastern Germany, 1:49.8. World record holder 
Roger Moéns, who plans to concentrate on the 1,500 this year (he 
is reported as saying that he will run 3:38 sooner or later -- this 
would be even better than Mal Whitfield's "planned" 3:56 mile of a 
few years ago) ran an easy 1:49.9 on a poor track at Tourcoing, May 
12. Brian Hewson won a halfmile in 1:50.6 at Oxford, May 14. 

Klaus Richtzenhain tied Lueg's German record for the kilometer 
at Berlin, May 19, with a good 2:20.8. Glinther Dohrow was second in 
2:22.8 and Siegfried Vallentin of Eastern Germany third in 2:22.96 

Nothing sensational (by European standards) in the 1,500 meters. 
Jungwirth ran 3:45.21 to complete his double in the Sofia meet as 
Kazimierz Zimny (Poland's version of Max Truex) did 3:47.8 for sec- 
ond. Vladimir Okorokov won a close one from Nikolay Marichev at 
Leningrad, May 19, 3:46.6 to 3:46.8. Derek Ibbotson ran an easy 
3:47.8 at Leyton, May l. That's all we have so far under 3:48. 

Ibbotson, however, had posted a fine mile mark at Oxford, May 14. 
4:00.6. Helped by McDonald in the pace setting, the Olympic 5,000 
meter finalist went through quarters of 59.2, 61.2, 61.4 and 58.8. 
Derek Johnson was second in 4:05.0, his best ever. The times of 
Ibbotson, Hewson and Tdbori at Los Angeles are given elsewhere in 
this issue. 

Velisa Mugosa of Yugoslavia beat Mikldéds Szabé II of Hungary in 
a 3,000 meter race at Belgrade, May 12 ~ 8:12.0 to 8:12.6. Peter 
Driver of Britain ran 2 miles in 8:56.0 at Oxford, May 14, winning 
from Richards, 8:57.0, and Thorpe, 8:59.0. 


BOLOTNIKOV, DESYATCHIKOV UNDER 14 MINS. IN 5,000 


Laurie Reed has been one of the most active Britons recently, 
with a-best mark of 13:52.4 for 3 miles (Leyton, May 1). Gordon 
Pirie has been content with a 9:00.4 over 2 miles but promises to 
compete in the big meets later in the season. 

Outstanding item here is the 5,000 meter race in the pentagonal 
meet at Leningrad, where on May 19 two Russians bettered 14 minutes.

(at Bochum on the lst, at Menden on the 12th and at Madrid on the 
26th). In the Spanish meet he also ran 100 meters flat but could do 
no better than 11.0. The improving Anatoliy Mikhailov beat Olympic 
finalist Boris Stolyarov at Leningrad, May 19, as Roman Paderni was 
third - times 14.4, 14.5 and 14.6.

Olympic bronze medalist Igor Kashkarov was ready to meet his 

best countrymen when the Leningrad meet camee Prior to that he had 
done 2.05 (6'8"3/4 ~ no details), same as Yuriy Stepanov (this one 
at Leningrad early in May), while Vladimir Sitkin was a close third 
at 2.04 (6'8"'3/8)- which mark was reported last monthe On May 19, in

Arpad Bodéd, who did 2.004 (6'6"7/8). It will be remembered that 
another Hungarian, Mihaly Bodosi, cleared 2.005 (6'6"7/8) in 1934 
but saw his mark disallowed because of a technicality: at the time 
only one European had officially mastered 2 meters - Finland's 
Kalevi Kotkas, the 200-pound giant, whose first clearance of the 
magic height curiously enough occurred in a night meet at Rio de 
Janeiro on March 7, 1934 (2.01 or 6'7'1/8). Others at 6'6"3/4 or 
2.00 for 1957 are Lukashevich, Popov and Shavlakadze of USSR, and 
Lansky of CSR. The Swedes still have to enter the picture here. 

Manfred Preussger, the 25-year-old German, made his 4.52 (14'10") 
at Potsdam, Berlin, on May 19. Vitaliy Chernobay raised the Russian 
record to 4.50 (14'9"1/8) at Kiev, May 28, after beating the Union's 
best vaulters at Leningrad, May 19, at 4.40 (14'5"1/4). Second in 
the Leningrad meet was Anatoliy Petrov, also at 4.40, while Boris 
Sukharyev, Vladimir Bulatov and Anatoliy Albov all cleared 4.30 
(14'1"1/4). Sukharyev's mark is of particuliar interest,for this 
man had a previous best of 4.20 (13'9"3/8), first achieved in 1952 
and then duplicated with exasperating precision in all subsequent 
seasons for 5 years running! Zbigniew Janiszewski of Poland vaulted 
G40 (14'5"1/4) at Cracow, May 12, and barely missed at 4.52 (14'10) 
Two others over 14' are Andrzej Krzesinski of Poland and Roman Lesek 
of Yugoslavia, 4.30 (14'1"1/4) both. Roubanis' marks are as given 
in the U.Se reports. 

Only fair broad jump mark to date is Manfred Molzberger's 7.46 
(24'5"3/4) at Bad Godesberg, May 12. 

The Russians continue to dominate the hop, step and jump with an 
ever growing number of good performers. Yevgeniy Chen went 15.94 
(52'3"1/2) at Moscow in early May. On this occasion he also did 
15.84 (51'11"5/8), and 15.81 (51'10"1/2) twice. Oleg Fyedoseyev was 
second at 15.73 (51'7"1/4), Oleg Gavrilov third with a personal 
best of 15.71 (51'6"1/2), Arseniy Tyerkel fourth at 15.40 (50'6"1/4). 
Chen was on top also at Leningrad, May 21, with 15.64 (51'3"3/4), 
ahead of Vitold Kreer, 15.57 (51'1"), Rudolf Druzhinskiy, 15.53 
(50'11"3/8), Dmitriy Yefremov and Viktor Kobelyev, 15.39 (50'5"7/8) 
both, and Fyedoseyev, 15.32 (50'3'1/8). Other Russians over 50 feet 
(15.24 meters) are: Yefremov 15.57 (51'1"), as reported last month, 
Oleg Ryakhovskiy 15.25 (50' "3/8) at Tashkent in May. Lyuben Gurgu- 
shinov of Bulgaria has a 15.40 (50'6"1/4) mark, and Ryszard Malisze- 
wski of Poland is up to 15.33 (50'3"1/2). Shcherbakov still has to 
get into the act.

Madrid, May 25. Lingnau had reached 17.32 (56'9"7/8) in an extra 
trial at Hannover, May 19. Jaroslav Plihal of CSR with 16.90 (55! 
5"3/8)- Bratislava, May 19 - and Vladimir Loshchilov of USSR at 
16.88 (55'4"5/8) ~ Leningrad, May 19 - have also shown good prog- 
ress. Fritz Kltthl raised the Bast German (DDR) record to 16.68 (54! 
8"3/4) at Mannheim, May 26. Silvano Meconi's best = 54'11"1/2 or 
16.75 - was reported last month. Boris Balyayev of USSR has a 
season's best of 16.59 (54'5''1/8). made at Moscow in early May. 

The amazing Todorov also tops the discus list with a 54.02 throw 
(177'2"3/4), made at Sofia, May 19. He also did 53645 (175'4"3/8) 
ain the last May weekend. Veterans Karel Merta (53.48 or 175'5"1/2 
at Prague, May 19) and Consolini (175' or 53.34 as reported last 
month) are closely followed by Edmund Piatkowski of Poland, 53.33 
(174'11"5/8) at Warsaw, May 18, Boris Matveyev of USSR, 53.17 (174! 
5"1/4) at Leningrad in May, and Kim Bukhantsev of USSR, 53.11 (174! 
3") at Moscow in May. Bukhantsev beat Matveyev at Leningrad, May 
21 - 53-00 (173'10"5/8) to 52.18 (171'2"3/8). Third in this meet 
was Viktor Kompaneyets at 51.98 (170'6"1/2). Kompaneyets is said to 
be only 19: his season's best of 52.80 (173'2"3/4) was reported 
last month. Also over 170' is Jézsef Szécsényi of Hungary, 52.24 
(171'4"3/4) at Budapest, May 26, when he beat his eternal rival 
Ferenc Klics, 51.54 (169'1"1/8). Consolini's European record is 
not likely to survive the 1957 season. Edmund Piatkowski, the 22- 
year-old Pole, has been with Todorov the real surprise of these 
early meets, even though excellent things had been prophesied 
for both as early as in 1955. 

Another Russian monopoly in the hammer throw. Tkachev's 64.36 
(211'1"7/8- Uzhgorod, April) is se_#r unapproached, but Krivonosov 


‘still has to get in the act. In the important Leningrad -meet (May 


20), Samotsvetov threw 61.22 (200'10"1/4) and won from Tkachev, 
60.03 (196'11"3/8), Vasiliy Rudenkov, 59.95 (196'8"'1/4) and Igor 
Zakharov, 59.56 (195'4"'7/8). This last is also a good javelin 





thrower - 71.96 (236'1"1/8) last year! In an earlier meet in Moscow, 


the improving Rudenkov threw 60.96 (200') and upset Olympic bronze 
medalist Samotsvetov, 60.50 (198'5"'7/8). Zvonko Bezjak moved 
closer to Racié's Yugoslav record at Zagreb, May 19, with a throw 

of 62.20 (204' "7/8). Nicolae Rascanescu again bettered the Rumanian 
record, this time with 60.27 (197'8"7/8). Stanislav Nyenashev has a 
season's best of 61.10 (200'5'1/2), made -of course- at Baku, in May. 
New developments in Hungary: in all probability, Csermd&k's reign 
will be considerably shorter than that of his’ master, Imre Némethe 
The Olympic champion of 1952 threw 58.74 (192'8"'5/8) at Budapest, 
May 26, but lost to Gyula Zsivotzky, 60.88 (199'8"7/8) and Attila 
Mecseki, 59.00 (193'6"7/8). Mecseki's best last year was 54.61 
(179'2")! Vladislavs Vaivads of USSR threw 60.32 (197'10"3/4) at Ri- 
ga in May. Eleven men have bettered 60 meters (196'10"1/4) so far 
this season. New national records: Vasil Krumov for Bulgaria, 59.28 
(194'5"7/8) and Mike Ellis for England, 191'6" (58.37). The latter 
is barely 20. Another rapidly improving youngster is Olgierd Cieply 
of Poland, who has reached 59.32 (194'7"'3/8). 

As usual, upsets are the rule in the javeline Klaus Frost of 
Eastern Germany got one off to 80.08 (262'8"3/4) at Heilbronn on May 
25 This represented an improvement of more than 6 meters (about 20 
feet) for the 24-year-old Frost. Janusz Sidlo is as consistent as 
ever ~ 76210 (249'8") in his first meet and 78.02 (255'11"5/8) in 
his second, at Warsaw, May 18. Poland's javelin "breadth" was aptly 
shown in the latter meet by Radziwonowicz, 74.63 (244'10"1/8) and 
Tadeusz Paprocki, 74.19 (243'4"7/8). It will be remembered that 
Poland has two other 250'/260' men in Kopyto and Walczak. These and 
many other marks seem to indicate that Poland is ready to take over 
where Hungary left. Heiner Will of Germany upset Olympic champion 
Egil Danielsen of Norway at Oslo, May 12 - 73.91 (242'5"7/8) to 
73259 (241'5"1/4). However, this was the first meet of the year for 
Danielsen. A new Latvian record was set by Z.Graudulis at Riga in 
May - 74.56 (244'7"3/8): this mark occurred during a pentathlon 
contest. Others over 240' (73.15) are Viktor Tsibulenko, 74.68 
(245' 2/8), Vladimir Kuznetsov, 74.05 (242'11"3/8), Gergely Kul- 
esér, Hungary, 73-97 (242'8"1/4), Soini Nikkinen, 73.83 (242'2"5/8), 
S&ndor Krasznai 73.54 (241'3"1/4), Attila Pet8vdri 73.23 (240'3"1/8).

Leamon King led all the way to beat Willie White by over a yard ina

runners were rocking back at the gun, and Preston Griffin was left sitting.

As I write this I have no details on Tom Carroll's great 1:50.6 run in the 
Catholic High School Championships of June 3, but, needless to say, young Mr. 
Carroll has unlimited potential. I've been hearing about the Fordham (New 
York City) Prep star for two years from Tom Courtney, a pretty fair authority 
on two lap men. Just prior to the Coliseum Relays Courtney told me that Car- 
roll, if given a good track and a nice afternoon, could run the half in 1:51.0. It 
wasn't a bad prediction. Tom also said that Carroll could run 4:15 if he desired; 
probably faster. 

As a junior last year, Tom ran 1;54.7 and was unbeaten outdoors. Last 
winter he stepped a 1:54. 8 indoors and that is flying on the boards, His coach, 
Joe Fox, has brought him along just right so that he'd be sharpest when the 
weather turned good around the first of June. Now Tom has butchered Don Bow- 
den's excellent 1:52.3 and isn't through yet. He was scheduled to go in the 
Eastern Championships on June 8 and I'm sure the New York AC will take him 
to Dayton for the AAU. A solid 6'1" and 155, and still just 17, he smashed all 
schoolboy marks when he won the National Interscholastic title at 1000 yards in 
2:15. 0 and one will have to admit he is the finest 880 prospect in the nation's 
history, Bowden not withstanding. Just who will get Carroll remains to be seen. 
He wants electrical engineering which Fordham does not have. Rival Manhattan 
does, But a 1:50.6 prep will be sought by everyone, small or large, so it will 
be interesting to see where he casts his lot. 

Last month I predicted marks of 9.4 and 20.3 for Preston Griffin of Cen- 
tennial (Compton, Calif.) in the Southern Section meet at Chaffey High School. 
Not bragging, but Presto Preston hit them both on the button though he had to 
settle for a tie in the former with San Diego's Roscoe Cook, the movies rever- 
sing the nod given Cook by the judges. This meet included two boys running the 
lows in 18,5, a class B boy (classes A,B and C are determined by height, weight 
and age rather than by size of school as in other states) ran 9.5 and 20.8, the 
runnerup to Griffin ran 20.5 and so on andon and on, All marks save the 220 
were announced as "wind ok". Don't you believe it, For those who think Cali-. 
fornia can do no wrong, please be advised that all wind readings were 100% 
phoney. The Chaffey track may be the fastest strip in the world. But when the 
breezes start zipping at a 10 to 14 mph clip as they did that day, then the marks 
get out of hand. I have no beef with the timers. The marks were ok, The wind 
wasn't. The difficulty rose in the reading of the anemometer, which registers 
a minimum of .035 mph. Correct readings were given, but for some unexplain- 
ed reason, the readings were divided by .035 mph. The reading on Griffin's 
20.3 was announced as 4,8, Just multiply this by .035 and you'll see what kind 
of wind he had, It will be a travesty if Jesse Owens, Jim Jackson and Charley 
Tidwell are erased from the records and those windblown marks are approved 
as national records. My feelings are shared by coaches, officials and news- 
men who were there. Jesse Owens was once asked the difference between his 
high school 9. 4 and his college 9.4, "About seven yards" replied jesse, The 
difference at Chaffey was about 7 mph. 

After 20 years on the books, Bob Peoples' javelin mark has fallen. The 
late Oklahoma City Classen star tossed 219' in 1937 with the old wood shaft and 
it stood untouched until Jan Sikorsky of Ramsay (Mt. Pleasant, Pa.) whipped a 
borrowed Held javelin 2221'0$" in the Western Pennsylvania Championships. The 
6'1", 170 pounder went up almost 26' with the spear loaned him by Dave Batche- 
lor of the host Mt. Lebanon High School. This season Ramsay gave up track 
and Sikorsky was accompanied by the basketball coach to the meet: He pulled a 
muscle on the good throw and fell off 21' in the State meet. Another Pennsyl- 
vania athlete who got his name on the record list this year was George Hearn of 
Lower Merion (Ardmore, Pa.). Hearn wiped off the oft-tied 14. 0 high hurdle 
mark with a 13,9 in a district meet at Upper Darby on May 18, the same day 
Sikorsky got his big one, The following week he was clocked in 14.1 in the 
State meet, his second 14.1 of the year. 

Finally, I'd like to mention Bob Roenicke of San Jacinto (Calif.), a fine 
high jumper. Roenicke is a junior and has leaped 6'6". What is so unusual 
about this? It so happens that Bob is minus half of his right foot: He lost it when 
gangrene set in after a rattlesnake bite when he was four years old, He's experi- 
mented using a shoe on the right foot (his kickup leg) with socks stuffed in the 
shoe to take up the slack, and also barefooted. The latter seems to be the bet- 
ter gimmick, At any rate he's a jumping example of what a handicapped athlete 
can accomplish. If that stub of a right foot handicaps him, one would never know 
it. 

This is the final regular column I will write for Track & Field News. No 
doubt this announcement will touch off lusty cheez's and dancing in the streets. 
At any rate, I've found it impossible to continue with the high school page and do 
it justice, Time was when I had the spare time to devote to such a caper. But 
the preps are getting out of hand and pressing business (selling Palm Springs 
property) simply won't permit me to stay with it. I've enjoyed putting this page 
together over the past few years and I've appreciated the many kind comments 
I've received and I'm indebted to those good enough to send in marks from their 
areas, The pages will carry on under new leadership next year, In the mean- 
time, I'll still put together the final list so any late or unreported marks will be 
welcome,

ERT A, "BOB" GUTOWSKI, pole vaulter, 6', 150, brown hair, green 
eyes, 22, born April 25, 1935, San Pedro, California. 

Was always interested in athletics, and took up track at the age of 10 in 
the 4th grade of the La Jolla,Cal., Elementary School. Began pole vaulting in 
the 7th grade, clearing 7' then and next year, 9th grade, 10'; 10th grade, 11'4}"; 
11th grade, 11'9"; 12th grade, 12'33", From La Jolla high went to Occidental 
College, where did 13'13" as frosh, 14'63" as soph, 15'$" as junior, and has 
reached world's record 15'8{" as senior. Has broad jumped 24'3" and run 9.9. 
Was NCAA co-champ in 1956, finished fourth in Olympic Trials, but was given 
spot on team and finished second with 14'10}", Vaulted 15'6" indoors in 1957, 
has been over 15 feet consistently outdoors, topped by April 27 record. 

His 1957 goal is to break the record again, and all time objective is to 
surpass 16 feet. He plans to compete at least 8 more years, Is an all-around 
athlete, playing basketball, volleyball, golf and surfing, and thus trains the 
year around, Works three days a week on vaulting: Monday, jumps about 20-30 
times for form, and much running; Tuesday, runs; Wednesday, jumps 10-15 
times and runs; Thursday, light workout and limber up. Uses a swinging type 
form similar to Warmerdam's. 

Got his top thrill from breaking the record, worst setback from not 
making the Olympic team, Feels it is lots of fun to compete, and likes the 
travel and friends in track, Most dislikes an obvious show of emotion, Don 
Bragg and Bob Richards are considered his most serious rivals, and he has 
been helped by coaches Payton Jordan and Chuck Coker. A brother was little 
All-America in football. Studying chemistry, plans to enter industrial chem.

Urbanckas Clears 6’ 8 3-4

Evanston, Ill., May 25— Slopping through what the midwest apologetic- 
ally calls spring weather, Indiana overwhelmed all rivals to take the 57th 
Big Ten outdoor championships here today. 

Coach Gordon Fisher's Hoosiers scored 54 points, of which all but 10 
were made by sophomores and juniors, while distancing second-place Ohio 
State. The Bucks go 32. 

A 10-hour rain preceded the meet, flooding the track and making it 
necessary to drive holes through the cinders so water could drain into the 
slag and rock base. In addition, sprinters and hurdlers faced a wind that 
averaged from 8 to 12 miles an hour. 

Thanks to the macadam jumping runways at Northwestern, one record 
fell. Big blond Al Urbanckas of Llinois leaped 6'8$", 1" better than the 
19-year-old mark set by Dave Albritton of OSU. 

Indiana scored in everything but the mile and high jump. The Hoosiers 
finished like true champions with a rallying mile relay triumph after losing 
anchorman Len Robinson with a leg-pull in the 440. Harold Caffey swirled 
through the mud in 47.6 to bring Indiana from third to first place on the 
final leg. 

Individual high scorer with 15 was Olympic champ Glenn Davis. The 
OSU junior, handicapped by a cad case of bursitis in his left thigh all spring, 
has lost a bit of his speed. Nevertheless, he was second in the broad jump, 
the highs and the lows, and third in the 220. Davis bettered 24 feet for the 
best jump of his life. 

His conqueror in both hurdle events was lanky Willie May, Indiana 
soph who was beaten off the blocks but overhauled Davis to clock 14.5 
and 23. 5. 

Other double winners were Charles (Deacon) Jones, Iowa's Olympic 
steeplechaser, and football halfback Willmer Fowler of Northwestern. 

Jones ran just to win the mile; in 4:17, but was all-out to edge Michigan 
State's new bridegroom, Selwyn Jones, in a 9:14 2-mile. Considering 
track conditions, this and Dave Lean's 1:52.9 were exceptional performances. 

After OSU, the team scores were defending champion Michigan 25, 
Illinois 19, MSU and Purdue 16, Iowa, Minnesota and Northwestern 15, 
Wisconsin 9.
